I HAVE done many different 
things in my lifetime. Some 
of the many jobs I had before I 
became an actor included steve- 
dore, sandhog, chauffeur, boxer, 
cowboy, and laborer. But nothing 
that I had done was as exciting 
or as unusual as my recent, trip 
to Europe to make a picture — 
RKO Radio's "Berlin Express." 
We (that includes my co-stars 
Merle Oberon, Charles Korvin, and 
Paul Lucas, as well as director 
and crew) went to Paris, Frank-, 
furt, and Berlin to shoot scenes 
for the movie. This was my first' 
trip to Europe and while I found 
everything interesting, Berlin to 
me was the most exciting place 
we visited. 

First of all, the car that had 
belonged to Nazi Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop was as- 
signed to us for transportation. 
His car was absolutely unlike any 



I'd ever seen. In fact, there, were 
only two others in the whole world 
like it — one used to belong to 
Hitler and the other was Goer- 
ing's. It was a nine-passenger 
convertible, with a 250-horse- 
power motor ! . Naturally, it was 
armor-plated and completely bul- 
letproof, even the windows. Inside 
there were two* machine-gun 
mounts and built Into the uphol- 
stery, convenient to anyone rid- 
ing in the back seat, were hand- 
tooled leather pistol holsters ! 

When I wasn't working, I rode 
around the city on sight-seeing 
trips. Even though you have seen 
the ruins in the newsreels, it's 
hard to believe how complete the 
destruction is until you see it 
with your own eyes.

I hadn't gone half a mile 
from the hotel where we were 
staying when all of a sudden- 
bam! I fell into a shell-hole! Dur- 
ing my stretch with the Marines 
in the war, I learned to fall with- 
out hurting myself, and that 
knowledge sure came in handy. 
The hole was about twelve feet 
deep and I could have been seri- 
ously injured. However, I suffered 
only a few bruises. Th^ sides of 
the hole were smooth md steep, 
and I don't know if I- would have 
been able to get out alone. But a 
few Germans heard me fall in and 
hurried over to help me out and 
back to the hotel. 

The Army officer who was look- 
ing after us told me not to take 
any more evening walks. In addi- 
tion to shell-holes, there were 
some unexploded bombs in the 
vicinity. They were roped off and 
posted with large signs — but you 
can't see them at night! 

I did have one unusual experi- 
ence that had a lighter side. 
Shooting a movie on the streets 
of Berlin attracts as much atten- 
tion as it would in New York, De- 
troit, or Philadelphia. Crowds of 
youngsters gathered around us 
wherever we went. Like American 
children, they wanted autographs. 
But conditions are so bad over 
there that they don't have even 
pencil and paper! Finally, I made 
it a habit to carry a small note 
pad and pencil with me all the 
time. I guess that's the first time 
a star ever had to provide all the 
trappings to give away his sig- 
nature! I didn't kid myself, that it 
was all glamour, though — we 
made it a habit to give away 
chocolate bars, too, and I'm sure 
that that helped draw many of 
the German children. 

There are many other things I 
shall always remember about the 
trip. It was not only an interest- 
ing true experience — but also an 
educational, illuminating, fright- 
ening, and a completely stimulat- 
ing one. I shall never forget it!
